That Upland is going to launch 
its chamber of commerce on a 
full-time program was virtually 
sure today as the membership 
committee sponsored the first per- 
son to person canvass for 1930 
members. 

Forty per cent of the budget re- 
quired to have an office, and to 
engage a person to devote all of 
his time on civic work had been 
pledged up to Wednesday noon, 
when the chamber directors voted 
to bring to realization the propos- 
ed enlarged program. This 40 
per cent has been pledged in re- 
sponse to letters sent by the mem- 
bership committee. 

Work before the committee now 
is the securing of the additional | 
budget. All persons who have re- 
ceived the chamber letter, but who | 
have not responded, and others | 
| will be approached. 

As an experiment, the chamber 
is to enter the larger scope of en- | 
deavor. It is the understanding 
among the directors that 1930 will 
be a period of determining whether 
the increased investment is war- 
ranted. One year from now, it is | 
expected, there will be a decision | 
as to whether the organization will | 
maintain a full-time organization, 
or as it has been during 1929. 


In its enlarged scope the cham- 
ber will be the pivot civic organ- 
ization. Its secretary will be giv- 
en the burden of making the best 
of all the opportunities offered Up- 
land. It is a known fact that 
where there is a live chamber of 
commerce the community benefits 
and grows. : 

“What work will a full-time sec- 
retary do?” is the question often 
asked the directors. 


‘No promises are being made, 
but every week questions or pro- 
jects arise that need the attention | 
of someone here,” Walter W. Hor- 
ak, chairman of the membership 
committee and vice-president of 
the chamber replies. “At present 
there is no one to give these the 
proper attention. It is not known 
what the community loses. It is 
the purpose of the chamber to ad- 
vertise the city, to sponsor pro- 
jects that will make Upland a bet- 
ter place in which to live. 

“This city needs a plunge, an 
improved park and other im- 
provements that demand the at- 
tention of a leader to bring them 
to realization.” 

It has been reported that in one 
city the chamber secretary made 
a study of the tax situation and 
saved residents of his community 
a large sum through bringing 
about a re-adjustment of assess- 
ments.
